Spike Causes Wreck 
T he train w as traveling fro m C in­ 
cinnati to Cleveland a t a speed o f 
abo u t 60 m iles an ho u r, the crew 
said, when the engine stru ck a large 
spike placed o n o ne o f the rails. 
Lee Jam med o n th e brakes and 
attem pted to reduce th e speed and 
prevent th e engine fro m leaving the 
tracks. The massive engine skidded 
alo ng fo r abo u t 100 feet befo re it 
was thro w n fro m th e rails. 
T he engine and co al tender then 
bro ke the co uplings which co nnect 
them to th e baggage car, plunged 
do wn th e ro adbed and acro ss the 
o ft e arth fo r abo u t 20 feet, to ppling

“Lack of su pport on the part of fans, du e to the inroads 
made b y motor traffic, golf and other things, seems to have 
made it next to impossib le to maintain a b all team of good 
calib er these days.” 
This little item, to b e su re, isn’t u nu su al. 
Many a small 
town newspaper has printed something similar in the* last few 
years. 
Bu t reading su ch an annou ncement is like discover­ 
ing that the world has moved on and left one standing still. 
Is it a whole generation since the b aseb all team was the small 
town's greatest pride and joy ? 
So it wou ld seem. Baseb all is still the national game. The 
b ig leagu es are as prosperou s and active as over, if not more 
so. Ball players like Ru th and Grove and Hornsb y are still 
the average you ngster’s idols. Bu t there has b een a change. 
The small town b aseb all team isn’t what it u sed to b e 
not in most places, anyway. Two decades ago the b all team 
was to the small town what a standing army was to a pre­ 
war Eu ropean monarchy; the citizen’s pride and joy, the in­ 
spiration of all hands, the u pholder of local pride and hon­ 
or. 
The athletes who went ou t to represent Blankville car­ 
ried all of Blankville’s fondest hopes and civic enthu siasm, 
and u su ally most of Blankville’s spare cash, into action with 
them. 
When they won, the town went into ecstasies; when 
they lost, an insu fferab le gloom pervaded the place for days. 
For the small town u sed to take its b aseb all seriou sly — 
almost religiou sly. Sometimes the ferver of the fan b ecame 
too mu ch for him, and if the home team lost a close game the 
visiting players were more apt than not to b e mob b ed b y an 
indignant citizenry on their way to the train. 
And the u m­ 
pires! 
Where, one wonders, did they ever find men heroic 
and callou s enou gh to risk giving u nfavorab le decision b e­ 
fore a small town b aseb all crowd? 
Now’ that sort of thing is passing.

Fish Hubby Good 
Nurse But Babes 
Soon Go Bye-Bye 


W ashington -A t least one sped, 
of fish wife has a 
nest” in which 
to lay her eggs—thanks to perhap- 
the most thoroughly 
domesticate*; 
hubby on record. 
At around this time of the year 
the black bass husband sets to work 
building a nest for his prospective 
family of from 2,000 to 10.000 young­ 
sters. according to W arden J. M. 
W hite of the Alabama department, 
of game and fisheries, as quoted by 
a bulletin of the American Gam e 
Asso ciatio n. 
He prepares the nest by fanning 
away from the spot selected ail un ­ 
wanted m aterial. 
Larger obstruc­ 
tions he removes w ith his mouth 
After the eggs are deposited the 
male stands guard over them , never 
leaving for a moment and constant­ 
ly fanning the nest to keep it free 
of sediment, until the tiny fish ap­ 
pear sometimes many 
days 
later 
During this period he is so ferocious 
he will attack any kind of intruder 
W hen his m ultitudinous offspriny 
ore only a few days old, however, 
they swim beyond his parental con­ 
trol and enter upon a wayward life 
which soon makes 
most 
of 
his 
watchfulness go for naught as far 
as anglers are concerned The little 
fish which grow faster 
than 
the 
rest prom ptly begin devouring their 
toothers and sisters, and very few 
bass reach m aturity. 
Guarding baas 
are easily caught, 
and when taken from the nest the 
eg g s fo r which they died ¡ere invari­ 
ably destro y ed by fish, terrapins and 
o ther enemies. 
Fish ex perts so far have been un­ 
able to devise a method for pro­ 
pag ating black bass artificially 
in 
fish hatcheries, where other poular 
g ame fish are reared by the millions 
to restock 
depleted 
waters. 
For 
this reaso n nearly all states where 
bass are found are now carefully 
promoting 
natural 
replenishm ent 
with 
clo sed fishing 
seasons 
and 
spawning refuges.
